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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued from 11 and 13: 

1. Applicant's arguments, see page 8 of the remarks, filed 12/08/2006, with respect 
to 112, 1 st paragraph have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 112, 1 st 
paragraph rejection of the previous office action has been withdrawn. However the 
arguments with regards to the 35 USC 102(b) rejections of the previous Office Action 
are not persuasive. 

Regarding the independent claims, the applicant argues "the Examiner has not 
pointed to any portion of the cited references that discloses, teaches or suggests " the 
first information indicates position of the second information in a target slot in said 
plurality of time slots ." Since Chander fails to disclose at least one of the above recited 
elements in the amended claims, a rejection under 102 would be improper." (see page 
12 of the remarks); the examiner respectfully disagrees. It can be seen in the previous 
office action that the limitation "first information" is equated to header information and 
the limitation "second information" is equated to sms message/parameter message. 
From col. 4, line 25-48 and col. 5, line 3-46, it is clear that header information denotes 
an sms message for a mobile device on the following slot (i.e. position of the message) 
of the current communication cycle.
